How to Get the Most Out of 
DAILY WORD 


AILY WORD begins and ends the day for 
many persons. It is so much a part of 
their day that some of our readers have 

told us that they would rather skip a meal than 
DaiLy Wor. 

Many persons read DAILy Worp at their break- 
fast table. There are others who take DaiLy Worp 
with them to work. Some slip it out of their pocket 
to read on the bus or streetcar. Others like to have 
it handy to glance at during the day. 

Wherever there are people working, traveling, 
shopping, among them there are DaiLy Worp 
readers. Sometimes our DAILy Worp readers tell 
us that they are surprised to discover that a 
business associate, a friend, a chance acquaint- 
ance has DAILy WorpD with him too, or has 
started his day with DatLy Worp. They had felt 
drawn to the other person but did not realize 
that one reason was the bond of oneness that al- 
ready existed because they were thinking along 
the same lines of Truth. 
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If you are one of our readers who do like those 
we have just described you do not need to be told 
how to get the most out of DaiLy Worp, for 
you are using DAILy Worp in just the way that we 
intend it to be used. But for the benefit of our 
newer readers we should like to explain something 
about the purpose of DaiLy WorbD; we should 
like to show them the way to get the most out 
of DaiLy Worp. 

What is the purpose of Daity Worp? How 
does DaiLy Worp actually help in meeting the 
problems of the day? 

The purpose of Daily Worp is to present 
Truth in practical terms that can be applied to 
everyday living. By Truth we mean ideas that 
are true and good and constructive. “Ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall make you 
free.” 

The basic teaching of Unity is that our-think- 
ing is responsible for our outlook on life. How 
we think, what we think, determines whether we 
are unhappy, unhealthy, frustrated individuals. 

A person may be unhappy but not know the real 
cause of his unhappiness nor know where or how 
to begin to overcome his unhappiness. 

It is not enough to be told that we need to 
think correctly in order to meet life successfully. 
We need to know how to think, what to think, if 
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our present way of thinking produces unhappy 
results. 

This is the purpose of DaiLy WorpD: to act as 
a guide to right thinking, to give the reader a 
new thought about himself, about life, about God 
—to give him Truth. 

How does Daity Worp actually help in meet- 
ing the problems of the day? To answer this 
question we should like to tell you first something 
about Silent Unity, since DAILy Worp is edited 
under the supervision of Silent Unity. 


Silent Unity is the prayer department of Unity 
School. Into it pour thousands upon thousands of 
letters from persons in all corners of the earth 
seeking help through prayer. Through the more 
than fifty years that Silent Unity has been in ex- 
istence it has had every kind of human problem 
presented to it. Because our work is confidential 
people have felt free to write us about everything 
and anything. 

In Silent Unity we have discovered that in spite 
of the variety of experiences that people pass 
through and need help with, there are not so 
many basic problems. The basic problems are 
essentially health, happiness, and prosperity. These 
basic problems have so many variations and ap- 
pear in so many different guises that it sometimes 
seems that the human family is beset with hun- 
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dreds of ills. But when the problems are analyzed 
we see that they are not so different after all. 
Certain needs seem to occur again and again in 
the lives of our correspondents: the need for 
health, guidance, justice, freedom, peace of mind, 
comfort, and so on. 

Our reason for telling you this about Silent 
Unity is to help explain to you how subjects are 
selected for the DAILy Worp lessons, The daily 
lessons cover the basic needs of human beings as 
we are able to determine them from reading the 
Silent Unity mail, which seems to give a cross 
section of the heart of humanity. 

Now of course every reader does not have 
exactly the same needs from day to day, but every 
lesson is for every reader, for all of us need to 
strengthen our faith and understanding along the 
many different lines of Truth. There are lessons to 
meet your special problems, there are other lessons 
that guide you to greater understanding, there are 
some lessons that help you to help other persons. 

There is this to consider too. We are complex 
creatures, and no problem can be isolated. There 
is no such thing as a pure-and-simple health prob- 
lem, for instance. Our body may be sick, but there 
is a need besides physical healing in every case. 
It may be a need of peace of mind, it may be a 
need of harmony in human relations, it may be a

need to overcome resentment in our heart. So the 
one who needs healing may find his special help 
in a daily lesson that deals with the overcoming 
of critical thinking, with forgiveness, with fear- 
lessness, rather than a lesson which deals specifi- 
cally with physical healing. 

Of course a person with a specific problem 
can always refer to the index of lesson subjects 
in the front part of the magazine in order to find a 
lesson that will give him the special help he 
needs. Whether you do this when you have a 
specific problem or whether you prefer to take 
each day’s lesson as it comes and apply it to your- 
self and your needs, the important thing is that 
you meet your problems in a right state of mind. 
The regular use of DAtLy Worp can help you 
build up and maintain a right state of mind. 

We would suggest to anyone unfamiliar with 
DaiLy Worp that it is not a magazine to be simply 
read, like other magazines. It is a magazine to be 
read one day at a time, one lesson at a time. It is a 
magazine that has something for you every day 
in the year. , 

It is said that in order to add a new word to 
our vocabulary we need to use it three times in 
conversation.

sO you find it difficult to sleep through 

} the night? Do you toss on your pil- 

' low and as a result approach the new day 

wearied rather than refreshed? Truth can help, 

and will. Remember the promise of David: “He 
giveth his beloved sleep.” 

Lying awake can be as refreshing and renewing 
as falling asleep if your thoughts and feelings 
are right, if you are at peace with yourself and 
the world. So begin by seeking such peace. 

If thoughts of the day’s activities harass and 
trouble you, do not fight them or try to drive 
them out of your mind, Instead make the remem- 
brance of them an opportunity to bless them. 
Patiently and lovingly go over them in your 
thought. Examine them with love-filled eyes. In- 
stead of pushing them away from you, look at 
them more closely, more inwardly, until you dis- 
cover the inmost good that they contain. If you 
find bitterness, fear, resentment, or discourage- 
ment in any of them, forgive the experiences, 
anyone connected with them, and yourself. If 
there is anything you can do to correct a mistake 
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or to adjust a misunderstanding, resolve then and 
there to do it. Even make a memorandum of it 
for attention next day, Then dismiss it. 

Be practical. If going over and over the prob- 
lems and opportunities of the day that is closed, 
or the day that lies ahead, is likely to do any good, 
yield to this thought process and impartially con- 
sider the matters that concern you. Beyond that 
release them. Merely being unhappy or troubled 
about them never helps. This is an indulgence 
that is in a class with other harmful human dis- 
sipations. You are working against the good when 
you permit the indulgence. 

You say that you do none of these things and 
sleep still eludes you? Very well. Agree with that 
condition. Do not fight it. It will do you no harm 
to lie awake if only you keep relaxed. You will 
find rest and refreshment while awake as well 
as while asleep if your thoughts are right. Make 
your waking state a time of meditation upon 
Truth. Memorize and repeat some of the affirma- 
tions and prayers that especially appeal to you. 
Say over to yourself the lines of some beautiful 
poem, or one of the Psalms, particularly if you 
are fearful, afraid of danger during the night 
hours. Place yourself in God’s care, and know that 
His love watches over you and those dear to your 
heart. 
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While you are resting, enjoy the luxury of un- 
hurried, leisurely thought. During the active hours 
of the day you may not always have the opportu- 
nity to do this. Make the most of it. What a bless- 
ing it is that you can keep awake long enough to 
enjoy it. Ideas will come to you, ideas that are 
elusive during the hurried daytime hours. Again 
have recourse to a memorandum pad. Jot down 
these ideas. Thank the Father that He brings them 
to your consciousness. 

Does it seem that we are avoiding the issue, 
that instead of offering help in getting sleep we 
are recommending that you stay awake com- 
fortably and profitably? No. Sleep will come if 
you do not resist wakefulness. Your agreement 
with wakefulness is itself conducive to refreshing 
slumber.
